The way to lower distortion on AM is to use a product detector. They are 
inherently linear. However, for best results, the local oscillator has 
to be in phase with the AM carrier. There are two basic way of doing this: 


1) Phase lock the LO to the incoming carrier. This is generally know as 
synchronous detection. There are some problems, like what happens when 
you tune around, or experience a deep fade. 


2) Filter out and hard limit the incoming carrier and apply it as the LO 
to the product detector. This is know as exalted-carrier detection.

K6STI's web pages have info on reducing AM detector distortion, albeit a bit 
indirectly, by improving AM detector modulation acceptance (this is analagous to 
improving an FM detector's deviation acceptance). 


Also, getting rid of AM modulation on the rx's AVC bus--your S-meter should NOT 
vary with AM signal modulation. Nice slow AGC release time constant ought to take 
care of that.

In the early 1980's, I purchased a WWII-era (all octal tubes) Panoramic Co.-built 
panadaptor from a ham radio store somewhere in the Philadelphia area. It was 
compact (about 12" wide), 3" CRT, ps built in, 455 kHz input frequency, of 
civilian color (Panoramic Corp. green), down conversion inside to about 262 kHz to 
get sharper resolution. Still no great shakes, rez of about 1 kHz. 


Restoration was difficult for me as there was no "readable" paper work with it. 
By not readable I mean that the manual for it had been done on a mimeograph 
machine--remember those purple texts? As a kid in school, I loved the aroma of 
the fluid used to print them. 


Well I guess they do fade away and this one did. 


In particular I could never get the alignment correct. A certain bandpass shape 
is needed to compensate for the bandpass shape of the 1st mixer of the radio it's 
attached to, a deep saddleback, an inverse of the connected-to radio. These are 
over-coupled circuits & so you can't just peak align ‘em. To do it right, you 
must either 1) sweep ‘em or 2) temporarily convert them to critically coupled 
circuits for alignment. (BTW, old all-tube Progress Line G.E. 2-way FM radios did 


it the #2 way. You simply tacked a few R's & C's into the IF's.) 


I chalked up my unluck to lack of alignment data & sold set soon after. 


My friend VE6XI recently told me he had same issue with other Panoramic Corp. 
units just like mine. He had complete alignment data & is exceedlingly skilled 
at equipment restoration (well known on the web), so . 


We're not sure what happens to these units. I've looked at the schematic of an 
RBV-1 (from the above link) for reference. Some kind of aging of components in 
the bandpass-shaping IF cans? Very odd sweeps?

PS I now have a Singer SSB-50A panoramic unit. Is almost all solid state, freq 
range 10 kHz (that's right, kHz) to 30 MHz, resolution of 10 Hz (that's right, ten 
Hz), occupies two 19" rack mounts, each 6" high, 5" orange (long-persistence) CRT 
in display unit Is not but sure looks like MIL-spec designed & built. Made for 
assessing linearity of SSB exciters & amplifiers so has pair of vy low distortion 
AF oscillators for doing 2-tone SSB testing. I have full original factory paper 
on it. 


Yes, it works exceedingly well, being for MIL use. But there are USB plug-in 
sticks for PCXs which do same (or more) for a few hundred bucks. And of course 
SDR radios so spectrum analysis with waterfall display. 


Sensitive enough to connect directly to an antenna. As the kids used to say, 
"kewl".

I seem to recall a phantastron delay in the TACAN set I dealt with in early 
sixties. Used a lot of submini wired in "peanut tubes." Used to measure the 
delay of replies to the airborne interrogation pulses to determine range. 

I think the range portion is still used in the modern VORTAC beacons. 


The phasotron and other weird schemes were killed off when some smart 
feller said "Hey, why don't we just make a PLL on the broadcast frequency, 
stick the modulation on top of the lock line, and call it ‘direct FM?' "

Dave, you don't have a parasitic oscillation. You have plate-grid feedback 
oscillation because the oscillation frequency is near the operating 
frequency. A parasitic oscillation would be in the VHF range because of 
parasitic resonances due to lead inductances and stray capacitances 
associated with wiring and components. In the 720 on 40 meters the 6AQ5 is 
a buffer, meaning the grid and plate frequencies are the same. That opens 
the possibility for instability if the stage is not essentially neutralized. 
i.e., negative feedback cancels the positive feedback necessary to prevent 
oscillation. The 6AQ5 is a 6V6GT squished into a 7 pin miniature bottle. 

It wasn't designed to be an RF amplifier, the internal wiring is not 
controlled well to limit grid-plate capacitance or lead inductance. 
Different makes will fair differently in that regard. The buffer stage 
would be better served utilizing a TV video output amplifier tube because 
they are better controlled for operation up to 10 MHz or so with less 
grid-plate capacitance. In any case though the layout and ground return 
wiring of the stage must be arranged to reduce feedback susceptibility sans 
neutralization circuitry. Comparing the 6GK6 video power amp to the 6AQ5 
grid-plate capacitance specs the 6GK6 has less than half the capacitance. 
That may be all that is needed to run free of oscillation on 40 meters. But 
first try a few other 6AQ5's to see what gives.

Sometimes it is 
neccessary to build a tester with reduced plate voltage and bias the grid to get 
the plates dark red for a few hours. The plate will absorb the gas molecules.

Here is a video of me keying a BC-230 transmitter using the 
original big, honking, slow relay in the junction box. 

I disconnected the BC-198 antenna relay and the transmitter goes 
directly to the tuner/dummy load/ antenna. 

The little antenna relay is slower than the keying relay! 


This rig has had the non-destructive changes that put it 
under VXO control on 40 meters as I wrote about at the time. 
It is running on the original dynamotor and control boxes. 


The point of this video is to show that the rig can be keyed 
successfully "as-designed" with a B+ switching relay and 

a bug at a decent CW speed. If you have a more modern, 
faster relay you can key faster. Note the jury-rigged diode 
and resistor/cap across the key as that big relay's back EMF 
will rattle your teeth. :-D 

This rig has the 6AQ5s subbed for the audiophool tubes.

Over a year ago, I was trying different kinds of series caps 
to match the 5-to-12 Ohm outputs of WWII aircraft rigs 

to our 50-Ohm standard. 

I tried several things and discovered that a lot of caps would 
eat-up power. We talked about it. Folks said they wouldn't 
handle the RF current and indeed, some of them heated and 

I saw lower power out. We discussed how "100 pFd wasn't 


always 100 pFd," depending on the cap type. 
I eventually settled on using RF "doorknob" caps as being best. 


This evening after work, I decided to go through several kinds 
of caps and record just what was best/worst etc. 

Remember how some of us have puzzled over how we can 

make a test one day, get a certain result, then days or weeks or 
years later, do it exactly the same way and get radically 
different 

results? I know-- sounds crazy, but.... 


Tonight I tested all these caps on the output of the BC-230 
on 7029 KC and also a good-quality air variable.

They all run between 50 and 68 pFd. 

The ceramics were NPO and N750. 

The little mica is just a mica- nothing special. 


With the exception of the red “high voltage" cap, which did 
indeed introduce loss and chirp, all these caps performed 
nearly indentically. 

The NPOs did seem a little more stable but that might be 

my imagination, too. Wasn't much difference. 

The air variable did no better than the little 68 puff N750. 


I don't understand it. How can two sets of basicly identical 
tests 

a year and change apart produce such radically different 
results?? 

I'm starting to believe in gremlins and magic "spooks" 

in our radios. I don't know what else to think. 


The only thing I can suggest when you go to match the output 
of your WWII transmitter is to try several cap types. 

Find the one with least loss and that doesn't introduce any 
chirp. 


No wonder my hair is all falling out....

If I were looking for a more modern tube to use instead of a 10 or a 45 in my OT 
transmitter, one that I would consider is a 12B4A. 


The 10 is a low mu power triode. According to my 1944 ARRL Handbook, in Class C 
service it is rated at 15 watts plate dissipation, max plate voltage 450, max 
plate current 65 ma, and amplification factor (mu) of 8. 


The 45 is also a low mu triode. In my 1935 ARRL Handbook, it is rated at a safe 
plate dissipation of 10 watts. Max plate voltage for the 45 in transmitting 
service is 400 volts, and max current is 50 ma. The amplification factor (mu) is 
3.5. 


In my 1964 RCA Receiving Tube Manual, RC-23, the 12B4A is listed as a Low-Mu 
triode used as a vertical deflection amplifier in television receivers. Asa 
Class Al amplifier and as a Vertical Deflection amplifier it is rated as follows: 
plate dissipation 5.5 watts, DC plate voltage 550 max, average cathode current 
(Vert Deflection service) 30 ma max, Amplification Factor (mu) 6.5. It has a 
heater and separate cathode; the heater requires either 12.6 volts at 0.3 amps or 
6.3 volts at 0.6 amps. It is in a nine-pin, miniature envelope. Two of these in 
parallel would be a good substitution for a 45. Three in parallel would be a good 
substitution for a 10. 


Antique Electronic Supply (www.tubesandmore.com) lists them, new, for $7.25 each. 
Another tube to consider would be the 59. 


The 59 is a power pentode, but the 1935 Handbook shows ratings for it connected as 
a triode. 


With grids 2 and 3 connected to the plate, it is rated as follows: Heater 2.5 
volts, 2 amps, Max plate voltage 400, Max plate current 50 ma (both same as the 
45), Negative Grid Bias 135 volts (45 rated at 180 volts), Grid Driving Power 3 
watts (45 rated at 2 watts), Safe Plate Dissipation 10 watts (same as 45), 
Amplification Factor 6.0 (45 is 3.5), Nominal RF Output 10 watts (same as 45). 
AES lists the 59 for $12.23. 


Another tube to consider for a 10 replacement would be the 841. AES lists it as a 
Triode Power Amplifier also known as a VT-51. 


It's 1935 ratings are: Nominal RF Output and Safe Plate Dissipation 15 watts (same 
as 10), Filament 7.5 volts, 1.25 amps (same as 10), Max Plate 500 volts, 60 ma 
(same as 10), Negative Grid Bias volts 30 (10 is 135), Max Grid Current 20 ma (10 
is 15 ma), Grid Driving Power 2 watts (10 is 3), Amplification Factor 30 (10 is 
8), Grid Leak 5000 ohms (10 is 10000). The AES price on an 841 is $38.85, but it 
is currently out of stock. 


The 801A (VT-62) is also a good, plug-in replacement for the 10 if you happen to 
have one. Its 1935 ratings are: Nominal RF Output 25 watts, Safe Plate 
Dissipation 20 watts, Filament 7.5 volts, 1.25 amps, Max Plate 600 volts, 65 ma, 
Grid Bias 150 volts, max grid current 15 ma, Grid driving power 4.5 watts, 
Amplification Factor 8, Grid Leak 10000 ohms. AES wants $129.05 for one and they 


are currently out of stock. 


Finally, AES lists the 45 (VT-45 or VT-52) at $104.55 and the 245 (VT-52) at 
$110.19. They are both in stock. 


I've purchased a lot of stuff from AES over they years, and I've always found them 
to be a reliable and trustworthy supplier. 


I just found another supplier offering tubes at http://www.vacuumtubes.net . I 
have no purchasing experience with them, but their prices are interesting. they 
include the following: 10, VT-25 $50; 45 SPL, VT-52 $210; 45 ST shape (audio) new 
$85, used $45; 59 $15; 12B4A $5; 801 $75; 841 $29. 


Personally I am very lucky. I have a pair of VT-25s doing service in my 1929- 
style MOPA and an RCA UX-210 in my 1929-style Hartley. I also have an 801A in my 
stock that I sometimes use in the Hartley when it's not running in the AWA Bruce 
Kelly Contests.

B+ from before the speaker field (if it's that kind of radio) is 
an easy place to find B+ about 100V higher than the rest of the radio. 


I think this is due to temperature, and as proof I offer the EM87 style 


of tuning eye, the kind with a fat line with a variable gap in the 
middle. The phosphor is painted on the inside of the glass and so can 
exchange heat directly to the air outside the tube. They seem to stay 
bright a lot longer.

A VT-52 is NOT a 45, 245, 345 etc. 

It is a "45 Special," meaning a 45 with a 7.5 Volt filament. 
45 has a 2.5 Volt filament. 

Plugged into a VT-52 socket, a 45 will die a sudden 

and tragic death, leading to bitter tears and swearing. 


The cost of a non-WE VT-25 with shipping from Ebay- 

the cheapest ones I've found- averages about $40. 

Two will go you $80. The VT-52s are more. A lot more. 
The cheaper pairs will go you around $110 with shipping if 
you catch them "right." 

801s are weaker tubes with less output for the same money. 


That's going on $200 to re-tube what is a QRP transmitter. 
And that's why most of them have sat on the shelf or 
in boxes in the attic or garage for 50 years. 


The whole point of my experiments with them is to 

get them "tubed" cheaply and remove the excuses for 

leaving what is really an excellent, fun radio in a dusty box 
until one's heirs toss it in the recyle bin. Most of them may 
already have gone for beer cans.
